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UDGE POWELL 
SOON TO LEAVE 
~ APPEALS BENCH 


Will Resign Court Position I 
Order to Resume the 
Practice of Law, 


REPORTED JUDGE RUSSELL 
WILL QUIT AT EARLY OATE 


Defeated Candidate for Gov- 
ernor Quoted as Saying That 
“He Would Take His Own 
Good Time’’—Only a Ques- 
tion of Making More Money 
With Judge Powell. 


Judge Arthur G, Powell, of the state 
court of appeals, has determined to 
resign from the bench and will resume 


the practice of law. 
Concurrent with this announcement 


it was reported yesterday that Judge. 


Richard B. Russell, one of the three 
members of that court, would also re- 
Sign at an early date. 

While no statement was obtained 
from’Judge Russell, one of his close 
personal and political friends stated 
that Judge Russell had told him he 
intended to resign some time soon, 
but that he “wasn’t gding to be driven 
to it,” and would “take him own good 
time.” 

Judge Powell's decision to resign 
Was recently made, although he has 
had it under consideration for several 
months, and at one time planned to 
quit the bench last October. His res- 
ignation will probably be, handed -to 
Governor Brown. 

Uncertain of the Date. 

When asked Thursday as to his res- 
ignation Judge Powell said: 

“It is true that I have made up my 
mind to quit the court of appeals. 
Just when I will resign I cannot say 
at this time. I feel that I should stay 
on uatil the Mareh term begins, and 
at which time we hhepe to-have ali the 
business wound up that is now. pends 
ing before the court of appeals. You 
may state. positively, however, that I 
will tender my resignation as judge of 
the court of appeals some time be- 
tween March and July. I shall not 
serve later than July and may resign 
earlier. 

“I have had my resignation under 
consideration for some time. As a 
matter of fact, I had thought of resign- 
ing last October, but I. postponed it 
because of the large amount of work 
then before the court, and I felt that 
I should not abandon it at that time.” 

Reported Hart May Succeed. 

When'it became known that Judge 
Powell would leave the court of ap- 
peals it was currently reported that 
his resignation would be handed to 
Giovernor Slaton during his in- 
cumbency—-that is, before Governor 
Brown is inaugurated on January 25— 
and that Governor Slaton would ap- 
point Jnd@ John ©. Hart, formerly 
attorney general, to teh place. 

When asked if he could verify this 
rumor, Judge Powell said: 

“If L thought such a worthy suc- 
cessor would be named in my place I 
Delieve I would resign tonight. 2 do 
not know who will be. appointed,” 

Judge Powell's Record. 

Judge Powell has been on the court 
of appeals since it was established in 
1906, having been elected then for a 
term of four years. In 1910 he was 
re-elected for a period of six years, 
his new term beginning January 1, 
1811, so that his successor will have 
about five more years to serve. 

When asked for a reason 
resignation Judge Powell said: 

“It is only a question of making 
more money. The court of appeals 
pies 34,000 per year. I can make 
mi: than that practicing law and I 
wa ¢ to establish my practice again 
bet re I get too old.” 

Judge Powell has it In mind to form 
a partnership with a well-known law 
firm in, Atlanta. However, these plans 
have not been completed and it may be 
that he will eo back to his home in 
Blakely and there resume the practice 
which he teft off in 1906 to take a 
Seat on the bench of the court of ap- 
peals. 

Weuld Resume Law Practice. 

During the campaign he made re- 
cently for governor and in which he 
was defeated, Judge Russell was 
quoted as saying that if he was not 
electeg governor he would quit 
bench. The report current Thursday 
seems to bear out that statement. 

Should Judge Russell resign, it was 
stated, he would immediately resume 
the practice of iaw, probably at his 
home town of Winder. 

While he was making his race for 
governor Judge Russell, it is stated, 
was repeatedly calied on by his friends 
to resign from the bench of the court 
of appeals. Since he has been defeat- 
ed and his local option platform went 
down in defeat with him, Dr. Len G. 
Rroughton, of the Baptist Tabdernaclie, 
last nday night demanded his resig- 
nation on.the ground that “the man 
who had mocked the state prohibition 
law and declareg it cou'd not be en- 
forced should not presume to sit in 
judgement on that law as a judge of 
one of the highest courts of the state.”

Senator Aldrich, chairman of the na- 
tional monetary commission, had a half 
hour conference with President Taft at 
the white house tonight.

Detroit, Mich., December 14.—‘De- 
mocracy should be ready to win the

“If the work so admirably begun in 
Washington last winter is carried out 
on the same progressive lines, demo- 
cratic victory is assured,” continued 
Mr. Mack. 

Sherman Anti-Trust Law. 

“Consideration of the Sherman anti- 
trust law has become so widespread 
that the average business man engas- 
(ed in a corporate enterprise is not 
fully aware of just what course he 
should pursue. The president in his 
recent message to congress syggests 
supplemental legislation, which, he 
says, will prevent all efforts to sup- 
press legislation. 

“This is a good thing if what is 
suggested by the president can be 
done, but it looks illogical, for as 
soon as the president made the declar- 
ation we find noted captains of indus- 
try giving the president's plan their 
hearty approval. 

“As a democrat, I would like to see 
some law enacted in Washington that 
will permit the big business men of 
the country go on and do all the big 
things possible without doing harm to 
the small business men.

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HYDE’S 2ND TRIAL 
ENDS IN MISTRIAL 


Missing Juror Returns But Is, 
Declared Incompetent--Jury 
Favored Dr. Hyde. 


Kanaas City, December 14.—The sec- 
ond hearing of Dr. B. Clarke Hyde, on 
a charge of murdering Colonel Thomas 
H. Swope, ended in a mistrial today. 
Harry W. Waldron;*the Hyde juror who 
escaped from the custody of a deputy 
marshal. last Monday, returned home 
today. Judge Porterfield said he was 
mentally incompetent, and all of the 
jury was discharged. Waldron was 
not punished and was permitted to go 
home, 

Dr. Hyde's third trial was set for 
January 2, 1912. It is generally un- 
derstood that the state will ask for 
a continuance of the case at that time. 
There is little possPbility of the case 
being reached before the Apri] term of 
court. 

Attorneys for Dr. Hyde objected to 
the dismissal of the jury today. Judge 
Porterfield overruled their objection, 
and said the rights of the defendant 
had not been placed in jeopardy. The 
attorneys for the defense were greatly 
downcdist over the sudden ending of- 
the trial.

He 
contended that notice of abrogation 
cannot take effect untfl one year after 
“the first day of January following 
the action of congress,” and therefore 
if the resolution should fail’ of adop- 
tion before the. holidays, it could not 
gO into effect until 1914, or more than 
two years hence.

Both pledged their utmost efforts to 
obtain committee action to permit the 
senate to act on Monday.

ABSINTHE BANNED 
BY PURE FOOD MEN 


Its importation Into United 
States May Be Prohibited 
After January 1. 


Washington, D, C., December 14.— 
Declaring absinthe dangerous’ to 
health, the pure food board of the 
department of agriculture today de- 
cided that its importation into the 
United States should be prohibited af- 
ter January 1 next. The order awaits 
the Signature of the secretary of agri- 
culture. before hecoming effective. 

“It is well recognized in all coun- 
tries that have had experience there- 
with,” says the decision, “that the use 
of the beverage known as absinthe is 
dangerous to health.” 

Dr. Wiley, head of the chemistry 
board, declared “absinthe is one of the 
worst enemies of man; and if we can 
keep the people of the United States 
from becoming slaves to this demon, 
we will do it.” 

Belgium and Switzerland have for- 
bidden the manufacture of absinthe, 
and France has instituted rigid regu- 
lations over its manufacture and sale 

The decision has been sent out In 
tentative form to importers and others 
interested, and suggestions from them 
will be wanted before the secretary of 
agriculture makes the decision final.

Thsir ef- 
forts were useless, however, and it is 
said further action will be taken by tne 
merchatits in order to allow them the 
privilege of disposing of probably

$300,000 worth of unsalable raffling 
stock. ~ 
Dealers Are Protesting. 

The merchants concerned are making 
a stgenuous effort against the enforce- 
ment of the order. Claiming that their 
financial losses will be great, they are 
pleading with officials to allow the 
raffling operations to be continued 
throughout the holidays and until 
January 1. 

When the body of cigar dealers and 
soda fount men appeared before Mayor 
Winn, that official told them he was 
unable to help them, and said that al- 
though he sympathized with the mer- 
chants in their financial losses, he con- 
sidered raffling a petty form ef gam- 
bling, and was of the opinion that its 
influences would be injurious to the 
young men of the city. 

Following the interview with the | 
mayor, the merchants visited Solicitor 
Hugh Dorsey, asking his aid in the 
matter. They received small encour- 
agement from him, Mr. Dorsey telling 
them it would be his duty to assist in 
prosecuting operators of raffling de- 
vices whenever indictments were found 
against them. 

“I am in sympathy with those who 
are financial losers,” said Mr. Dorsey, 
“but it is beyond my power to render 
and aid. AS a court official it will 
be my duty to prosecute all operators 
should they be brought before the 
court,” 

Dealers Make Statement. 

In “regard to the order, A, Cruick- 
shank, of the Cruickshank stores; W. 
N. Tumlin, of the Tumlin Bros.’ stores; 
A. H. Stephens, Charles Kingeberry 
and J. V. Reynolds, all of the Inde- 
pendent Cigar and Soda Water Deal- 
ers’ Association, who headed the body 
of merchants on their mission Thurs- 
day, gave out the following statement: 

“We desire to cet ourselves aright 
with the public in the matter of draw- 


ping devices used in raffling certain 


Christmag goods and novelties at our 
stores and soda water stands in the 
city. The manufactureers supply us 
with the goods, furnish the cards, un- 
der which the product is disposed of, 
and it ig our information that goods 
of this character are sold under a like 
system in practically evéry city of the 
country. 'We are not aware that this 
business, as conducted by is, is even a 
technical violation of the law; but, 
since the question has been raised, we 
purpose to absolutely abandon the use 
of these raffling methods until we 
can get a hearing on our cases before 
the grand jury, which convenes. next 
Monday, at which time we be.leve a 
fair spirit of fairness will prevail, and 


| the 40 or more dealers, who have pur- 


cnased goods of the raffle character, 
will not be forced to carry them over 
the holiday season as dead stock, and 
at practical total loss.” 

It is the plan of the merchants and 
dealers to secure permission from the 
grand jury to continue the raffles 
throughout the season, 80 as to dispose 
of $300,000 or $400,000 worth of stock, 
which is claimed to be salable only at

Italian Farm’ Hand Murders 
Widow, Her Two Daugh- 
ters and Son. 


Albany, N. Y., December 14.—An en- 
tire family, Mrs. Mary A. ..orner, a 
widow, her daughters, Edith, aged 20, 
ang Blanche, aged 17, and a son, Ar- 
thur, aged 28 years, were murdered 
Tuesday on the Morner farm near De 
Freestville, 5 miles from Albany.

“Glad” is a very real character. She 
is just what one would expect her 


but presupposing certain qualities of 
g00d common sense which are only 
too rare. For example, one does not 
find it at all difficult to reconcile her 
purity amidst such evil surroundings 
and terrible influences when she says 
that she has seen “enough kids born 
in the gutter and doesn’t care to see 
Thus it is she accounts 
for her refusal to. “tak up” with 
Dandy, as most girls would have done. 
There 
is no overstressing of her good quali- 
ties; no mawkish and maudlin speech- 
es; no appeal to sentimentality. She 
is just “Glad,” an elf-like creature 
rather difficult to account for, but 
perfectly natural nonetueless. . 

The power of Miss Lowe’s portrayal 
rests On the fact that that she has 
grasped the essentials of the charaqter 
and has acted naturally. 
The play itself is in many respects 

fine one, We have seen 
the same theme handled time and 
again, but never in just the fashion 
which Frances Hodgson Burnett has 
wrought. In the hands of a less skili- 
ful artist—one less sure of his grasp 
the materials at hand—the theme 
would have lacked conviction. For, 
after all, it does sound just a trifle 
absurd, this story of a girl of the 
slums working such a wonderful meta- 
morphosis in the life of a man like 
Sir Oliver Holt, who had determined 
to take his life through fear of im- 
pending insanity; this turning to bet- 
ter thoughts the mind of a man who 
had een raised a pickpocket and 
knew nothing but evil, as was the 
case with Dandy. But when you have 
seen the story unfolded as it was last 
night*you are ready to agree that it 
is not only possible, but almost prob- 
able. 

“The Dawn of a Tomorrow” gives a 
graphic picture of London life in sharp 
contrast—the home of Sir Oliver Holt 
on the one hard and the foul-smelling 
slums of Apple Blossom Court on the 
other. The scenic effect of last night's 
production was somewhat marred by 
carelessness of stage hands in the sec- 
ond act, which depicts London in a 
heavy fog, but even with this defect 
the scene was sufficiently realistic for 
all purposes

Following the charges made before 
the state printing commission Tuesday 
to the effect that the.state is losing 
money by its contract for printing with 
the Byrd Printing company, Lutber H. 
Still, president of the Atlanta Typo- 
graphical Union, has issued a statement 
in which he clearly sets forth the posi- 
tion he has taken on this question. 

President Still’s Statement. 

President Still says: 


“In order that the charges recently 
made by myself, that the public print- 
ing of the house and senate journais 
and the acts of 1911 by the Byrd Print- 
ing company does not comply with the 
specifications, may be fully under- 
stood, I submit the following: 

“Under section 1342 of the code of 
1910, the paper upon which the laws 
and journals shall be printed must be 
‘No. 1 sized and super-calendared white 
book.” . 

“‘The type used in printing the laws 
shall be set 
measure as the laws of 1877.’ 

“The type for the journals shall be 
set in the same style and measure as 
the journels of the legislature of 1877,

ing not less than 75 cents per pound,’ 

“The foregoing constitute statutory 
requirements with reference to certain 
features of printing of the journals 
and the laws.

LAUDED BY OLMSTEAD 


He Says United States System

STEEL SPURTED 


THEN CAME DOWN 
Stock Market Very Active in 


Early Part of Session—vU. 
S. Steel Most Prominent. 


New York. December 14.—United 
States Steel again held the center of 
the stage today. Trading in this stock 
was spectacular in the early part of 
the day. Excited operators ran up the 
price to 68, the highest figure since 
last September, and a gain from yes- 
terday from 1%. Within the first 15 
minutes transactions in this issue 
amounted to 135,000 shares. By the end 
of the first hour, the total had been 
swollen to 202,000 shares. 

After that the pace was more mod- 
erate. The price eased off until the 
gain had been virtually eliminated and 
during the remainder of the day move- 
ments were narrower. The day's busi- 
ness was the largest of several weeks 


with a total of 337,000 shares of Uni- 
ted States Steel and 531,000 shares of 
other stocks. 

The general market responded in 
rather an unwilling manner to the rise 
in United States Steel. Gains were 
only fractional when the steel shares 
were selling around 68, and it was evi- 
Gent that the spurt in the market 
leader was being used to facilitate the 
selling of other stocks. When United 
States Steel fell back the whole mar- 
ket declined, some stocks: falling un- 
der yesterday’s close. During the aft- 
ernoon the coalers and coppers were 
moved tp moderately, but the list as a 
whole made little response and at the 
close changes were smal! and irregular. 

The feverish bidding for United 
States Steel was ascribed largely to 
short covering. It wag apparent that 
the steel Lears had become thoroughly 
alarmed by the course of the market 
this week and were closing out their 
contracts on the best terms they could 
obtain. The whole movement, however, 
was based upon better trade prospects. 
Latest reports of conditions were in 
line with the recent favorable showing. 
Most important were the further indi- 
cationg that the railroads are now com- 
ing into the market generally for rails 
as well as other equipment. Announce- 
ment of large rail orders from many 
of the great systems is now definitely 
expected within the near future. 

The tendency of prices of steel prod- 
ucts continued upward. Several produc- 
ers quoted higher prices for steel bars. 
Officials of the United States Steel 
Corporation spoke more hopefully of 
prospects, and the belief became more 
general that a genuine improvement 
in business conditions might soon be 
observeq definitely. But Wall street 
has been disappointed in its hopes so 
many times that the rise in securities 
was not allowed to become too buoyant. 
_ The copper stocks made further gains 
in response to another advance in the 
price of the metal, which is now at the 
highest level of a long period. Ameri- 
can Agricultural Chemical’s recent ad- 
vance had partially discounted the be- 
Zinning of dividend payments. The 
stock rose over two points more today, 
however. American Tobacco continued 
its advance on the curb, selling at the

At the last meeting a committee was 
appointed to investigate the cost of 
remodeling the foundry and to get 
bids. | The lowest bid was for $460, 
which included =~ ae painting, 
Plastering the walls, etc. n account 
of not Snowing when the trustees 
might decide to make use of the old 
foundry for school purposes, some of 
the members were opposed to the ap- 
propriation, for the fact that the ath- 
letic association might be called on 
at any time to tear out the improv- 
ments made for the basketball court. 

However, it was decided to make 
the best improvements possible, to fix 
up a first-class court in every respect 
and to put in a good floor, so it coud 
be anes for dancing. The present 
gymnasium ig wey inadequate and a 
disgrace to the school, 

The board finally decided to. sub- 
mit the proposition to the meeting of 
the athletic association Monday and 
let a vote be’taken on the appropria- 
tion, which is not to exceed 00. It 
is almost certain to pass Monday, and 
work will begin immediately on the 
court, so as to have it completed when 
the students return after Christmas. 

Thig year thea court will be used for 
Clags basketbal?f and an intercollegiate 
schedule wil: be arranged for next 
year. However, should the teams wish 
to take on any outside games this 
year they will be allowed to do so by 
petitioning the faculty. 

This court will also be used for a 
baseball cage, and will be used for 
practice unti] warm weather w per- 
mit outdoor work on the flats. A 
handball court will be placed in one 
end of the building and the interior 
will be made as attractive ag possible. 
A basketball cuvurt has been needed 
at Tech for some time, and it is ex- 
pected that the new court will greatly 
promote basketball enthusiasm at 
Tech, as well as develop some good 
material for next year. 

Manager Holland’s report of the 
football seasor of 1911 was received 
and accepted. The report showed total 
receipts of nearly $14,000, leaving bal- 
ance, after expenses of games have 
been deducted, of $5,631.91. However, 
from this amount are to be deducted 
cost of uniforms and coach’s salary, 
leaving a clear profit of something 
over $4,000. This is an unusually fine 
report for the football season. In fact, 
these profits have never before been 
equaled by any other manager at 
Tech. The good season was due to 
the hard, faithful work and business 
ability of Manager Holland. Besides 
being a good business Manager, Hol- 
land is “some’ athlete himself. For 
three years he has played third base 
on the baseball team, and the last two 
years his excellent playing gave him 
ali-southern third baseman.

Birds that are making money for their 
owners. The paying hen is usually 
hatched from the paying strain. The 
paying hen that comes out of a flock 
of good-for-nothir birds is seldom 
met arid is not worth hunting for.

Paying birds 
never make up a large part of your 
flock when you sell the cream of the 
chicks every year. Money-making 
flocks are made up of the best you 
raise, always letting the second qual- 


t o to market. 

: babies birds always live in_ houses 
free from vermin, they are usually sup- 
plied with pure air and water. They 
wet feed that is needed to bring the 
profit to the proper point. Cheap feed, 
because it ig cheap, never helped to 
produce the paying hen or kept her 
running to the nest. Hens that pay 
can be yours if you are willing to do 
your part. Hens that more than pay, 
those that yield splendid profit, are 
what’ the world is asking for, is dem- 
manding. Are you to be among the 
breeders who fill the orders for this 
kind of birds? 

It also pays to breed fancy birds. 
No one need fear that the breeding of 
that class of birds will be over-done. 
The short-term “fancier,” he who goes 
into it with a rush and lots of money 
and then gets “cold feet,” and the de- 
mand for good birds. _by those starting 
in the business will*keep up an active 
demand for high-class stock as long as 
“the sun do move.’ The small per cent 
of really high-class exhibition birds 
from the average mating will also help 
keep the market active. From six to 
twelve per cent of the best matings 
produce top birds. Forty per cent, of 
any variety or breed should be sold for 
table use or kept for market eggs. 
learn breeding, a closer following of 
pedigrees, and severe selection will im- 
prove these averages in any breeder's 
yard.

Senators Lodge, Bacon and Cullom 
refused to accept the view “that the 
state department was on trial.

RUSSIA NOT LIKELY TO YIELD 

ON THE PASSPORT QUESTION 

St. Petersburg, December 14.—The 
Jewish passport question has awaken. 
ed only slight pwblic interest here. 
The prospect of the abrogation of the 
treaty of 1832 does not seem to disturb 
anyone. Good relations with the 
United States are duly appreciated, 
especially as they affect the Far East, 
but it is pointed out that Russia and 
Germany wageqg a tariff war in the 
nineties, during which they remained 
on good terms” practically. 

The abrogation of the treaty would 
affect Russian trade to the extent of 
about $8,000,000 annually, whereas 
American trade to four times that 
amount would be affected. Abroga- 
tion of the treaty, it is realized, would 
strike a more vital blow, if by reason 
of this Russian subjects were shut 
out of America. From the standpoint 
of the Russian government the cessa- 
tion of Jewish emigration would be 
very disagreeable, but-the government 
does not believe that the matter would 
be pressed so far. 

On the other hand the government 
sees a igraver peril in the indiscrimi- 
nate admission of Jews to Russia, as 
many of these, it is asserted by gov- 
ernment officials, are revolutionists 
socialists and anarchists. 

Woulg Endanger Peace. 

Their coming, armed with American 
passports and with the right to claim 
consular aid, it is argued, would en- 
danger public peace and Cause ulti- 
mately diplomatic friction and a seri- 
ous aggravation of Russo-American 
relations. m 

The Jewish question looms so large 
in Russia proper that the question of 
Russo-American relations takes a 
secondary place, ang finally, it is de- 
clared Russia cannot surrender con- 
trol over the admission of foreigners 
within her borders. These are the 
representative views in governmental 
and other circles, but, though not 
yielding on principle, it is felt that 
Russia would be willing to ameliorate 
the conditions in practice under cer- 
tain circumstances. 

A danger exists that a congressional 
demonstration might provoke the 
Russian nationalists and members of 
the extreme right and alienate the 
sympathies of other groups. 

This fear is voiced by Professor 
Paul N. Milukoff, leader of the con- 
stitutional democrats. While sympa- 
thizing with the aims of the passports 
agitation, he does not approve of the 
methods employed.

Georgia are not handed around by 
preambles to legislative resolutions. 
When I took up the work for the Tal- 
lulah Falls Conservation Association, 
I did the corporation the credit to be- 
lfeve that they were innocently occu- 
pying the state’s property at Tallulah, 
and under that conviction, we offered 
to raise money among the American 
people to pay for the expenditure at 
that time made in the destruction of 
Tallulah, if they would at once stop 
the devastation. But in the course of 
my investigations I have run across 
the fact that thetcorporation has at 
no time really thought it owned Tal- 
lulah Falls and river, but has for sev- 
eral years been shrewdly planning to 
usurp the state’s property. For more 
than a year the corporation had a sur- 
veyor on Taliulah and adjacent prop- 
erty, who announced to the unlettered 
mountain people that he was survey- 
ing for the United States government. 
If given time by the railroad commis- 
sion o* Georgia, the Taliulah Falls 
Conservation Association might be 
able to Show that the resolution of 
19905 relating to the ownership of Tal- 
lulah was pas:ed by corporation infiu- 
ences. In 1909 the corporation suc- 
ceeded in having a bill passed by the 
Georgia legislature making possible 
the merger now undertaken by the 
Georgia Railway & Power Co. This 
bill is in direct violation of the anti- 
trust laws of the federal government, 
erd will not stand the test of the 
courts. 

The ownership of Tallulah Falls is , 
going to be passed upon by the courts, ; 
We believe that Governor. John M. 
Slaton will not fail in high duty to 
Georgia. But if he does, back of him 
are the unterrified people. 1 have had 
to spend a few hundred dollars wiffile 
the past ten days in getting some fact 
before the pedéplie regarding the mon 
strous iniquity sought to be fixed upo 
this state by the Georgia Railway & 
Power Co. 

We believe that the railroad com- °. 
mrisston will stand between the people 
of Georgia and the iniquity proposed 
by the corporaticn, 

But I say to the ralliroad commis- 
sion of Georgia they are in a shadow 
of a volcano; at any time the eruption 
may occur. rhe hour has already. 
sounded in the history of this nation 
when the rights of the American peo- 
pie may not with safety be transferred 
to privileged corporations by officials 
high or low. William Howard Taft 
knows _—ittihis. Theodore Roosevelt 
knows it. Woodrow Wilson knows it, 
So does every other American states- 
man. What of the railroad commis-
